i’ J not been completejJtnlsii'^^^n 5as not b^^n added to 

the total area protected, which stands at 365 ’48 square miles inclusive 
of 20 miles devoted to fuel and fodder reserves. The old pillars 
were whitewashed and kept in good order as usual. .. 

Management. — The working plans of 6 more forests as aUo those of the antral 
area were prepared so that the entire Godwar and Sojat ranges were 
brought under regular system. The standing coupes ha\nng been 
sold, the 4 depots established for the sale of forest produce were closed. 

8 miles of cart track and 5 miles of bridle path were laid oat in Sojat 
Range to facilitate the transport of fuel. 

Protection of Forests. — The forest offences showed a considenable falling off. 

With abundance of pastunage outside the forests there was a remark- 
able decrease in the numbers of cattle impounded for illicit grazijig. 
•36 per cent of the area over which protcettion is souirht took fire 
showing a slight increase over the (igures of the last year, and tlie 
excess is due to the upper Boundary lino remaining uncleared of 
shrubs and trees in consequence of the watit of co-operation on the 
part of the Meywar authorities. 

SriiVicuLTUBE. — Tl’ie rains being copious there was an excellent germination 
of all sorts of species. With a view to improve the growing stock, the 
“selection method,” has been adopted in the case of Ati'itjeissuf 
latifolia, Boswcllia thurifera & 0. Wodier species, whereas the Dhan 
and Khnir arc worked under “coppice” with Stiiiidard System. 

Exploitation.— A s compared with last year, the oiib-put of timber was heavier, 
but that of fuel was slightly less. The former was due to an abnor- 
mal demand necessitated by the great damage done to houses by 
heavy rains of the preceding years. 

Financial Results. — The financial results are satisfactory in ns much as that 
the revenue went up from R 3 . 7 3, 15C to 78, o37 and the expenditure 
from 59,891 to 62,442 giving a surplus of 16,095 against 13,065 Inst 
year. 

The revenue from both the major and minor pro luce Avhhih are 80’ 7 

and 15*3 per cent respectively of the total income shows an excess of Rg. .a,57,3. 

Of the expenditure 76*3 per cent was incurred on extension, constitution, im- 
provement, exploitation and the balance represents establishment charges.

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INTRODUCTION. 

The Hinglnj-Indrana forests, asrgrcgatin ' about 20 square miles in 
extent, in Siwnna Pnrjrana, wore brought under protection. Tliey irerc being 
surveyed as the 3 'ear closed and so their exact area would be given later on. 

2 - Working Plans for Bngol, Kot, Jnjawar, Shiriari, Kantalia and 
Khoria fore«ts were further prepared, le-ading to the regular working of the en- 
tire forests of the most important Ranges of Godhwar and Sojat. 

3- The sj’stem of cutting and carting the outturn of the yearly coupes 
to the various sale depots departmentnlly, was replaced, much to the relief of 
the Forest staff, by that of selling the coupes standing. E.xceptiug one in the 
Jnjawar block, all the coupes were sold away. It was purposely retained where- 
from to provide fuel and coal for the Stite Departments. The depots at Guria, 
Chandawal, Dhareshar and Nana were thus no more necessary and were abolished. 

The Working Plan of the Anwnl areas was completc<l. Desuri and 
Bali compartments were leased out, Sojit and Jaswantpura being allowed to rest 
and improve.

(a) Goncpal Protootlon. 

Gencmlly the criminal tribes behaved well. The Grassias of Go- 
ria and Bah showed a tendencj' to break the Gnzara rules framed for them, but 
their infringement was not of a serious nature. I.i3 cases of Forest offences in 
state Forests and 2 in Raipur and 3 in Jetaran (Jagir Forests) carac under obser- 
vation during the year. Out of them 4 were cbalancd to Hakumat and the rest 
compounded dcpartincntally. Convictions were obtained in 2 cases.

18- The result of the measures taken for protection fro»n fire was 
satisfactory. There were 8 occurrences, 7 in Godhwar and 1 in Sojat Range, 
burning 800 acres or ‘SO per cent of the area, 2,1 <1,707 acres, over which protec- 
tion was attempted. An amount of Its. 467-S-(! or K.s. 1-6-3 per square mile 
was spent in this connection.

The blanks in the forests 
were as usual sown broadcast with suitable species. The germination was ex- 
cellent. 

(o) Opepatlons fop the Imppovement of the gpowing stobh. 

The Mar war forest area is divisible into 2 zones, the upper and the 
lower. In the upper zone, the chief trees that grow there are the Salar 
(U. thurifera) the Bakli (A. latiColia) and the Gol ( 0 . wodier); while in 
the lower the Dhao and Kher predominate. It is prescribed that the Dhao and 
Klier area should be worked under “ coppice with sttndard ” system, and that a 
number of trees should be removed annually from the upper by “ selection” 
method, so as to give large space to the more important Bakli. This latter work 
was done for the first time this year.

18. Working Plans were further extended to Sadri, and other forests 
enumerated in paras 2 and 7 above. The modification of the permit system, 
resulting from the introduction of the working plans, has been noted in para 
15 of last year’s report. 

(b) Slinop fopest produce. 

Collections of certain minor products gathered in by way of ex- 
periment continued to be made departmcntnlly, while the rest were given on 
contract. Grazing was as usual allowed by permit. 

(B) Agency of exploitation. 

(a) Departmental asenoy. 

The total quantity of major produce extracted by the departmental 
agency from the state forests, namely the annual coupes excepting those’ 
enumerated in para 2, during the year came to 48,184 cubic feet of timber 
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2,7G,35l cubic feet of fuel ns n^'ninM 17,2'.t4 ciii>ic fcot of timber nml .•>, 53,201 
cubic feet of fuel in tlic preceding year. The frtriking incrcatc in llic qunntity 
wnfl nttribulnblc to the great dninngc done to liouf-ns by heavy Riin« of 1007 -OS. 
Tlie demand for timber wis conpofiuoiitly so large that even Salnr wood, which 
the people do not use in ordinary times, found n ready wtic. 

The mIo of bamboos inrrcn'cd niul tba|. of minor produce tiecri;a«ed a 
little ns compared with that in the last year. The d'-partmtnlnl agency brought 
ill a eum of iJs. which rejire-ciits fi h# per cent (»f the tot d revenue.

28. The revenue realised from major produce during, the year under 
report came to Ks. 63,427/6/3. showing an increase of Rs. 6,179/10/6. as- com- 
pared with that derived during the preceding year, j Iti8'80'7 per cent of the' 
total income. 

29- The sales from minor produce including bamboos, grass, grazing 
• etc., brought in a sum of Rs. 12,068/10/6. representing 15*3 per cent of the 
total revenue. It shows a decrease of Rs. 606/8/3 ns compared with that derived 
in the last year. 

Rs. 3,041/8/3 were realised from other sources showing an 
incre.a8e of Rs. 508/13/9 on the preceding year, representing 4*0 per cent, of 
the total income. 

30. 61 ’7 per cent of the total revenue was realised through state 
agency and 38*3 per cent otherwise. 

31. The total expenditure of the year amounted to Rs. 62,442/6/9 
showing an incre.ase of Ks. 3,051/11/9 as compared with that incurred during 
the Inst year. 76 '3 x^cr cent of the expenditure was incurred on account of ex- 
tension, constitution, inprovoment, protection and exploitation^; while the cs- 
it.ab1ishmcnt charges came to 23*7 per cent.

Section C. — Arhoricvlture. 

48. Three new roads viz. Cliopasni, Mandore and • Soorsagar roads 
were planted up for the first, time. They took up 2,080 plants, mostly Gular, 
Nim, Jaman, and Siris. 

44. 541 plants, mostly Nim and Siris, were put down by way o£ 
filling up the gaps along the. roads. 

45. Road-side planting in the districts was ‘ for the first time taken 
up and 765 plants oE the kind o£ M.owa, Gular, Shishain and Banyan, were 
planted out as under: — 

Along the cart track from Haripur Station to Raipur. 

Ditto from Sojat Road to Sojnt city. 

Ditto do. to Suran. 

Ditto from Fnlna to Sadri. 

Ditto from Pali to Dholera. 

Gular and Mowa arc given particular attention to, in-as*much-as they 
are calculated to help the people.in times of scarcity. 

The Raipur Jagirdar was good enough to undertake the maintenance o£ 
the plants along the track from Haripur to Raipur, others being looked after by 
the'Darbar. 

46. The success attending the endeavours oE the Darbar atr avenue 
planting induced the general public to take up .planting in- their’ private grounds 
viz Cemeteries, Burning and Burial grounds, Bathing Ghats *. 483 plants were 
issued to the various -people' free oE charge for the purpose. 

47- The old nurseries at Ratannda, Plantation. No 8 and Colonel 
Loch’s well were maintained; ns also’that at'Bera Chensukh. A now nursery was 
started at LalSngar to provide planting material for roads and.other places round 
Mandore and -Balsnmand. They contained 16714 plants -at the close o£ the year 
as follows: —

Section. D.—^ Gardens. 

60- A number of gardens and some abandoned gardens in the 
Pargonas were placed under the Deportment with a view to improve the 
old ones, and to replant those that had been abandoned. 

It was also proposed to form at such gardens nur.scrie3 of suitable fruit 
trees so that plants might be given eost free to farmers and other private people 
for planting on their lands. The work is making good progress. A new garden 
was laid out at Desuri and the old one at Sadri was extended. As nurseries were 
started at most of the gardens, the Department would be in a position to give 
plants by the commencement of the rainy season. 

61' The garden areas Lalsagnr and ICnga were planted up anew; the 
planting material consisting mostly of mango, Anar and Jnman. 

62- The planting of the Kailaua valley was further extended and 500 
plants put out, bringing the total number of plants in that area to over 1000. • 

At Takhatsagar 14,00 plants were put out, 800 Anar and 600 
mangoes, Jnman and Guava. 

In Balsamand garden 575 plants, Anar, Mangoe and Nawngi were 
planted out. They are coming up very well. 

The laying out of the extension at Batanadii Palace gardens was 
completed and 999 plants put out in it.
